The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claims 1-5. 7, 1 1-20, 22-24, 27-29, 31-33. 35-37, 42-48. 53, 55, 56, 
62-66, and 73. the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates nor suggests in 
the claimed combinations, modifying an image based on an edge extracted from the 
image, the edge having a thickness according to an attribute of the entire image, and a 
reduced number of tone levels. 

Referring to claims 39-41 , 61 , and 72. the prior art searched and of record 
neither anticipates nor suggests in the claimed combinations, modifying an original 
image based on an edge extracted from the image and a reduced number of tone levels 
in a user designated illustration mode, and converting the original image and/or the 
modified image into a monochromatic image in a user designated monochrome effect 
mode. 

Referring to claim 54, the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates nor 
suggests in the claimed combinations, modifying an original image based on an edge 
extracted from the image and a reduced number of tone levels, wherein the modifying 
includes executing a filter process using user set filters in segmented regions of the 
original image.
